The Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) form, that 
accompanied the Notice of Allowance for United States Patent Application Serial No. 
10/697,599, states that the PTA is " 541 " days Applicants believe that the correct PTA 
to be accorded to the above-referenced patent is 540 days. Applicants hereby notify 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office that the PTA cited on the Determination 
of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) is believed to be in error, and 
request that the PTA accorded to the above-referenced patent be 540 days. 
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REMARKS 

Patent Term Adjustment 

The total Patent Term Adjustment was noted as 541 days on the Determination 
of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) form that accompanied the Notice of 
Allowance for United States Patent Application Serial No. 10/697,599. 

In reviewing the Patent Term Adjustment History as published in the PAIR 
system of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO), Applicants note that 
Applicants filed a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) on October 30, 2007 using 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office Electronic Filing System. The EFS 
Acknowledgement Receipt issued indicates a receipt date of October 30, 2007. A copy 
of this receipt is enclosed for your reference. However, the PTA History available via the 
PAIR system incorrectly lists the date of "Request for Continued Examination (RCE)" as 
October 29, 2007. 

Due to the error in recording the date of receipt of the response, the USPTO 
incorrectly shows an applicant delay of "61" days (8/29/2007 to 10/29/2007) instead of 
the correct applicant delay of "62" days (8/29/2007 to 10/30/2007). 

Thus, the USPTO calculation of Applicant Delay is in error by 1 day: the correct 
total Applicant Delay is actually 118 days . 

The total USPTO delay is 658 days . 

Thus, the total Patent Term Adjustment is 540 days in favor of Applicants. 

Thus, Applicants request that the USPTO recalculate the Patent Term 
Adjustment in view of the above remarks, and accord Applicants 540 days of Patent 
Term Adjustment.
